‘Perfect Fit’ 
For Quincy

City officials have sub- 
mitted a proposal to the 
MBTA to launch a pilot 
ferry program to provide 
service between Squantum 
Point Park and Boston. 

The service is a perfect 
fit for Quincy, Sen. John 
Keenan said in a recent in- 
terview, while also provid- 
ing updates on other T proj- 
ects in the city. 

Quincy has _ partnered 
with Winthrop since 2016 
to provide seasonal ferry 
service between Squantum 
Point Park, Boston and Win- 
throp. The service utilizes 
The Valkyrie, a 73-passen- 
ger ferry owned and oper- 
ated by Winthrop. 

The pilot program Quin- 
cy has proposed would in- 
clude a pair of ferries, each 
capable of carrying 120 pas- 


sengers, running at 40-min- 
ute intervals during peak 
periods. The T would likely 
hire a contractor to run the 
ferries during the pilot pro- 
gram, the senator said. 

“The MBTA has put out 
a request for proposals for 
a pilot program. They are 
in the process now of meet- 
ing with those who have ex- 
pressed interest in the pilot 
program,” Keenan said. 

“Quincy is obviously 
very interested. Quincy’s 
proposal would be that 
they would run two ferries 
and they would run the fer- 
ries, during peak hours, at 
40-minute intervals. They 
would have the capacity for 
about 120 passengers per 
ferry.” 

Keenan said he supports 
the city’s push to bring

of seasonal flu-related hos- 


“Almost all people who 
get influenza vaccine have 
no serious problems from 
it,” according to the Centers 
for Disease Control [CDC]. 
And, if that doesn’t motivate 
you to get a flu shot this year, 
the “CDC estimates that in- 
fluenza has resulted in be- 
tween 9.3 million and 49.0 
million illnesses, between 
140,000 and 960,000 hos- 
pitalizations and between 
12,000 and 79,000 deaths 
annually since 2010.” 

“As you get older, your 
immune system gets weaker 
and you become more sus- 
ceptible to the flu virus, so 
get your flu shots early,” 
cautioned Dan Weber, presi- 
dent of the Association of 
Mature American Citizens. 


pitalizations have occurred 
among people in that age 
group.” 

The flu season starts in 
late September and early 
October, but it takes about 
two weeks for-the vaccine 
to become fully effective. 
So, Weber urges. everyone 
to get their shots as early 
as possible, noting that the 
vaccine is fully covered by 
Medicare. He suggests set- 
ting up an appointment with 
your family doctor to get 


vaccinated sooner rather 
than later or visit the CDC’s 
vaccine finder Web site 
[www.cdc.gov/flu/freere- 
sources/flu-finder-widget. 
html] to find locations near 
you where the vaccine will 
be available. 

“There are a lot of myths 
out there about vaccines, 
in general, and flu shots, in 
particular, that suggests of- 


fer reasons why not to get- 


immunized against the flu. 
Perhaps the most senseless 
misconception people might 


have is that they need not 
be vaccinated every year to 
be protected. The most im- 
portant reason for getting a 
shot every year is the simple 
fact that in the course of a 
year the vaccine loses its ef- 
fectiveness. The makeup of 
the flu virus, itself, changes 
each year so a new vaccine 
needs to be produced annu- 
ally. The CDC strongly rec- 
ommends that everyone six 
months old and older should 
be immunized at the onset 
of flu season.

“The work I do as a personal trainer is so meaningful to 
me as a breast cancer survivor because it allows me to sup- 
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port people in a very unique way,” said Belanger. “In my 
role at the South Shore Y, I’ve had the opportunity to sup- 
port clients and friends not only physically through personal 
training, but in many other ways as well. 

“My father died of cancer when he was 59, and I am a 
breast cancer survivor, so I have been both a patient and a 
caregiver. From these experiences, I know and understand 
how much the family can be affected by a life-threatening 
illness. The Y’s new Staystrong program supports can- 
cer patients, survivors, and their families and caregivers. 


_ Through the support of generous donors, the program is of- 


fered free of charge to anyone in the community — not just 
Y members — and is the only program of its kind in thé area. 
Since the Y unveiled this program in the spring, 424 people 
have signed up and that number continues to grow. 

“I encourage everyone to get involved in the fight against 
cancer by taking a benefit class, spreading the word, donat- 
ing, or volunteering,” Belanger added. 

In order to. continue to give back to cancer support ef- 
forts, Belanger has organized 5 benefit fitness classes to take 
place at the SSYMCA’s Emilson and Quincy branches this 
month. The proceeds of these classes, which are open to the 
public, will be donated to the South Shore Y’s Staystrong 
Cancer Support program.

Look around your 
home 

Before you head out to 
your nearest Halloween 
store, check what items you 
have in your home. You may 
find an old costume you can 
re-purpose, or Halloween 
decorations you can put 
out. Doing this will not only 
help you save money, but 
you won’t end up with more 
than you need, 

Rent acostume. 

Some people don’t like 
the idea of spending a lot 
of money on a costume that 
will only be worm once, 
which is why they look to 
renting. While renting a cos- 
tume leaves more room in 
your budget, know that the 
costume you may be getting 


may not be in great shape... 


If you opt for renting a cos- 


on and note any defects with 


‘the owner. Read over the 


rental agreement carefully 
and make sure you make 
note of the rental period. 
| Look for sales 

Compare prices on Hal- 
loween. costumes and deco- 
rations from various -retail 
or online stores. Along with 
comparing prices, look for 
coupons and sign up for 
email alerts. This will help 
you get the best deals, sav- 
ing you a nice chunk of 
change. 

Always check the re- 
turn policy 

Whether you are shop- 
ping in a store or online, 
always make sure you are 
clear on the store’s return 
policy before you buy. Find 
out how long you must keep 
your receipt, or what hap- 
pens if you should lose your 
receipt. This will help you 
avoid any mishaps like un- 
wanted items being non-re- 
fundable, Remember: Buy- 
ing a bunch of stuff with the 
intent of simply returning it 
after Oct. 31st is considered 
fraud. 

Shop smart online 

When shopping from an 
online website, the first step 
is to make sure the URL 
starts with “https” and in- 
cludes a lock symbol. The S 
in “https” stands for secure. 

Look up the website’s 
privacy “policy. and con- 
tact information. If it is not 
clearly listed, or they only 
have an. email as the point 
of contact, take that as a big 
red flag and shop elsewhere. 

Also, be sure to use your 
credit card instead of your 
debit card, as credit cards 
not only provide additional 
protection, but it’s also eas- 


ier to dispute a fraudulent 
charge. 

Seasonal stores 

If you decide to shop 
from a seasonal store, ask 
whether or not they will 
be open after the holiday, 
how long they plan to stay 
open, and if they will accept 
returns after Halloween is 
over. If they plan to close 
up shop November Ist, or 
refuse returns after, either 
consider shopping  else- 
where, or take more time to 
be sure that item is exactly 
what you want before mak- 
ing the purchase.

* See if they have a web- 
site in case you have to con- 
tactthemlater- = — 

¢ Save every receipt. 

* Use a credit card so you 
can dispute problems with 
the card’s issuer. 

* Make sure you are clear 
on what items are FINAL 
SALE.

Blueberry Lemon Bread 


By MARIE 

Today’s recipe is a new one that I found 
online. Since there is always an abundance 
of blueberries, especially at this time of 
yéar, this is one fruit that you can always 
find. The blueberries coupled with the add- 
ed taste of lemon i is a wonderful combina- 
tion. 


Pre-heat Oven to 350 degrees, grease 
a loaf pan 


1 and % cups of all-purpose flour, plus 
one extra tablespoon to coat the blueber- 
ries 

2 teaspoons baking powder 
_¥ teaspoon salt 

1 cup of either Greek yogurt or sour 
cream 

1 cup of sugar 

3 eggs 

1 teaspoon lemon zest 

1 teaspoon of vanilla extract 

¥% cup of vegetable oil 

1 cup of blueberries — either fresh or 


frozen can be used 


For the Glaze: 
1 cup of confectionery sugar 
4-5 tablespoons of fresh lemon juice 


In a bowl mix the flour, baking powder 
and salt. In a separate bowl beat together 
the yogurt (or sour cream depending on 
which you are using) sugar, eggs, lemon 
zest, vanilla and oil. 

Then combine the ingredients from both 
bowls together mixing well. In a separate 
bowl coat the blueberries with the 1 table- 
spoon of flour and then fold them into the 
batter.

Remove from oven and let cool before 
removing from baking pan.

Mix the confectionery sugar with the 


lemon juice until well blended and pour 
over bread while still warm.

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Head Lice: Signs, Symptoms, Effective Elimination 
A Message From Ruth Jones, City Of Quincy Health Commissioner

Head lice (Pediculus 
humanus capitis) are para- 
sites that are found on hu- 
man heads. They spread 
from person to person 
by head-to-head contact 
through direct contact with 
the hair of an infected per- 
son. . 

Head lice can also spread 
by personal contact or the 
sharing of combs, brushes, 
hats, and other clothing 
items. Although itching may 
be a sign of a lice infesta- 
tion, frequently, individuals 
have no symptoms. Con- 
sider that although the most 
reliable sign of an infesta- 
tion is the presence of a live 
louse. or nymph, the pres- 
ence of nits may be a sign 
that there is or has been an 
active infestation. 

Head lice infestation is 
very common, though the 
precise frequency of infec- 
tions is unknown, estimates 
span from 6-12 million cas- 
es yearly. Those who come 
in close contact with some- 
one who has head lice, or 
their contaminated clothing 
and other belongings, are 
at risk for acquiring head 
lice. Thus, it is easy for head 
lice to be. transferred from

one person to another. Head 
lice are a common problem 
with school-aged children. 
Preschool and elementary- 
school children (3-11 years 
of age) and their families 
are infected most often, and 
females contract head lice 
more often than males. 

There are multitudes of 
ways to contract head lice: 

¢ Contact with an al- 
ready infected person (com- 
mon during play, school, 
or sports activities, and at 
school, home, slumber par- 
ties, or camp.) 

° Wearing infested cloth- 
ing, such as hats, scarves, 
coats, sports uniforms, or 
hair ribbons 

¢ Using infested: combs, 
brushes, or towels 

¢ Lying on a bed, couch, 
pillow, carpet, or stuffed an- 
imal that has recently been 
in contact with a person 
with lice (this risk is very 
low if more than 48 hours 
has passed since the expo- 
sure) ; 

Keep in mind that get- 
ting a head lice infection 
has no correlation with per- 
sonal hygiene. Anyone can 
become infested with head 
lice. 

There are three forms of 
lice, the nit, the nymph, and 
the adult louse. 


¢ Nits are lice eggs. They 
are difficult to see and are 
often confused with dan- 
druff or hair-spray droplets. 
Nits are found securely at- 
tached to the hair shaft. They 
are oval shaped, 2-3 mm in 
length and usually. yellow 
to white in color. They tra- 
ditionally take about a week 
to hatch. 

¢ The nit hatches into a 
baby louse called a nymph. 
It looks liké an adult head 
louse but is smaller. Nymphs 
progress into adults about 
seven days after hatching. 
To live, the nymph must 
feed on human blood. 

¢ The adult louse is about 
the size of a sesame seed, 
has six legs, and is tan to 
grayish-white in color. Fe- 
males lay nits; they are usu- 
ally larger than males. Adult 
lice can live up to 30 days 
on a person’s head. To live, 
adult lice need to feed on 
human blood. If the louse 
falls off a person, it dies 
within 48 hours. 

Head lice are most regu- 
larly located on the scalp 
behind the ears and close 
to the neckline at the back 
of the neck. Head lice hold 
on to hair with hook-like 
claws that are found at the 
end of each of their six legs. 
They are rarely located on

the body, eyelashes, or eye- 
brows. 

Signs and symptoms in- 
clude: 

¢ a tickling feeling of 
something moving in the 
hair 

* itching 

* sores on the head 

* sores on the head can 
sometimes become infected 

* irritability. 

Head lice can be iden- 
tified by looking closely 
through the hair and scalp 
for nits, nymphs, or adults. 
Locating a nymph or adult 
may be difficult because 
there are usually only a few 
of them, and they tend to 
move quickly. Nonetheless, 
the presence of nits close 
to the scalp confirms that 
a person is infested. If the 
nits are located more than 
% inch from the scalp, the 
infestation is possibly an old 
one. If you are unsure the di- 
agnosis should be made by 
a health care professional, 
school nurse, or a profes- 
sional from the local health 
department. 

For effective elimination 
of head lice, the infested 
individual, family members 
that are also infested, and 
the home must all be treat- 
ed. Over-the-counter (OTC) 
or prescription medications

are used to treat the affected 
people and their families. 
There are many brands and 
package directions should 
be followed. 

Treating the whole house 
is essential. Follow these 
tips: 

¢ Machine wash all wash- 
able clothing and bed lin- 
ens that the infested person 
touched during the two days 
before treatment to kill the 
lice and nits. Use the\hot 
water cycle to wash clothes. 
Dry laundry using the hot 
cycle for at least 20 minutes. 

~ © Dry clean clothing that 
is not washable (coats, hats, 
scarves, etc.), or store all 
clothing, stuffed animals, 
comforters, etc., that cannot 
be washed or dry cleaned 
into a plastic bag and seal it 
for two weeks (by this time, 
any nits that have persisted 
will have hatched and the 
nymphs would die without a 
food source). 

¢ Soak combs and brush- 
es for one hour in rubbing 
alcohol or wash with soap 
and hot water and then place

in bag and leave in freezer 
for two days. 

° Vacuum the floor 
and furniture. Do not use fu- 
migant sprays, these can be 
toxic if inhaled. 

Although a person could 
develop a new infestation 
from being re-exposed to an 
infested individual, self-re- 
infestation is the most cus- 
tomary way for the infesta- 
tion to reappear. The CDC 
recommends examining the 
individual for two to three 
weeks to confirm that there 
are no new nits or lice.

Ask Rusty: 
What Will My 
Widow’s Benefit Be?

Dear Rusty: My husband just started receiving Social 
Security Disability in June. He is diagnosed with a terminal 
disease that likely he will rapidly succumb to. He will be 65 
in October 2019. I turned 62 July 2019. I was his caregiver 
when he was at death’s door and was pulled back to 75% full 
life on immunotherapy. We see him starting to go downhill 
again; it creeps, then starts moving rapidly with the symp- 
toms. I will be the caregiver again for round 2 that has no 
brakes to stop it this time - no do over. After he passes, when 
does the disability SS amount stop and: what amount starts 
coming to me in my name as his widow, at my age? Signed: 
Survivor under age 65 

Dear Survivor: Please know that you have my sympa- 
thy for what you and your husband are going through. Let 
me at least try to ease your anxiety by answering your So- 
cial Security questions. 

Your husband’s disability benefit will cease in the month 
he passes. Although, depending upon the date, he may re- 
ceive a disability payment for the month he passes (it would 


‘be received the following month), that payment, if received, 


will need to be returned to Social Security (SS). Social Se- 
curity will only pay up to the last full month your husband is 
alive. The funeral home is supposed to notify Social Securi- 
ty of your husband’s passing, but you should verify that they 
will be doing that. Your benefit as your husband’s survivor 
will be based upon. the SS disability amount eee husband 
was receiving at his death. 

Although your survivor benefit will be basea upon the 
amount your husband was receiving, if you take: it before 
you reach your full retirement age (FRA) the survivor ben- 
efit will be reduged. Your full retirement.age for the widow's 
benefit is 66 plus 2 months (versus your normal FRA of }§6 
1/2). You have a choice to fake the reduced survivor benefit 
early (before your FRA), or wait until your FRA to claim 
the full amount your husband was collecting at his death. If 
you claim your widow’s benefit early, the reduction will be 
about 4.75% for each year earlier than your FRA that you 
claim it. Your survivor benefit reaches maximum at your 
widow’s FRA. You must apply for your widow’s benefit in 
person with Social Security and you should contact your 
local office by phone first to make an appointment. You can 
easily find your local SS office contact information at this 
link: www.ssa.gov/locator. 

Taken at age 62, the survivor benefit will be reduced by 
about 20%. When to claim your survivor benefit might be 
influenced by whether you are eligible for Social Security 
benefits from your own lifetime work record. If you are 
eligible for your own bénefit; you should look at what your 
own benefit will be at age 70. If it will be more than your 
survivor benefit, you should make, sure to file a “restricted 
application” for survivor benefits to allow your own benefit 


_ to continue to grow.-It will grow until you are 70,at which 


time you would switch from the lower‘survivor benefit to 
your own (you get whichever benefit is higher). Your deci- 
sion'on when-to claim the survivor benefit might also be in- 
fluenced by your plans for working. Since you have not yet 
reached your normal full- retirement age (66 + 6 months), 

any "Social Security benefit you < claim before that (inclift- 

ing your ‘strvivor, benefit): ‘will: be § subject to Social Secu- 
rity’s earnings test. The “earnings limit” for 2019 is $17 640 
(changes aiinually) and if you exceedsthat, Social Security 
will take back benefits equal to $1 for every $2 you are over 
the limit. The earnings limit will be in effect until you reath 
your normal full retiremeiit age, at Which poinit it goes away. 

Once again, you have my sympathy for the difficulties you 
are experiencing, but forturiately your. Social Security wid- 
ow’s benefit will be avers to you when your husband 
passes.

Norfolk County Sheriff 
Jerry McDermott had the 
new decks of playing cards 
printed and they were dis- 
tributed recently in the Nor- 
folk County Correctional 
Center. Each of the county’s 
28 police departments re- 
ceived a deck as well. 

McDermott _ discussed 
the new playing cards in a 
\ recent interview along with 
other initiatives, including 
plans to move the county’s 
female inmates to the Ded- 
ham jail from a state prison. 
He also discussed his politi- 
cal future. 

The new playing cards, 
dubbed the’ Mass Most 
Wanted Deck, were distrib- 
uted starting on Sept. 24. 
Each card includes a picture 
of an at-large suspect, crime 
victim’ or missing person, 
plus other biographical de- 
tails. 

By distributing the new 
cards, McDermott said he 
hopes to get inmates to 
speak to law enforcement. 

“Tt makes sense because 


you’ ve got inmates with rec- 
reation time during the day,” 
he said. “Maybe they have a 
grudge with someone they 
used to run with in a gang 
and now they are on the in- 
side and perhaps that former 
gang member and friend is 
out dating their girl or some- 


thing, so they might have a. 


little incentive to say, ‘son 
of a gun, I know who killed 
this person, or I’m looking 
at the picture of a guy who 
is a serial B&E artist, I’m 
going to give him up.’ 

“In every prison and in 
every jail across the country, 
it’s not really spoken about, 
but there are informants. 
There is no way that police 
in any big city can do their 
job without having some in- 
formants on the street. 

“Within certain guide- 
lines: you can probably in- 
centivize people by saying 
we'll give you extra time 
and contact visits if your 
mother comes to visit you. 
Or, instead of buying the 
regular meal of food for 
lunch today, we’ll let you 
buy something from the 
vendor from the canteen. 
Little things like that. It’s 
not really like you’re brib- 
ing them — you’re incentiv- 
izing them — and the hook is, 
you can tell us something, 
but if the DA’s investigators 
came back and say it’s bo-

they are only going to be al- 
lowed to play with this deck 
of cards,” McDermott said. 

Going forward, the sher- 
iff said he plans to replace 
about a dozen cards in each 
deck every few months as 
Suspects are taken into cus- 
tody and crimes are solved. 

“Every three months 
we'll probably have to pull 
some cards. Right off the 
bat, within the first two 
days...we had a guy in on 
charges,” he said. 

The new decks have 
been positively received by 


the state’s 13 other sheriffs, 
Norfolk District Attorney 
Michael Morrissey and the 
county’s police chiefs, Mc- 
Dermott said. 

“The reaction has been 
very positive,” he said. “We 
have 14 county sheriffs and 
once a month we meet — the 
Mass. Sheriff’s Associa- 
tion. Way back when I got 
the appointment, about 10 
months ago, I had talked to 
some of the sheriffs about 
this and they said it sounds 
like a good idea, let’s see if 
it works.

Talking to Your Son About

Boys receive conflicting messages about how to act in relationships from an early age. 
Many boys are taught to “never hit a girl” and to “be a gentleman’ As they grow up, they 
might be given the advice “happy wife, happy life” by an older relative. At the same time, 


boys are taught to associate femininity wit 
asserting power over women: “you run like a girl’, "

relationship", “boys will be boys”. These vague, and often contradictory messages can leave 
boys feeling confused about how they should act in a romantic relationship.

vived. The industry has uséd 
menthol cigarettes to target 
communities of color and 
to target young _ people,” 
Keenan said, “As smok- 
ing rates dropped, they re- 
mained steady for those who 
used menthol. ..and then the 
e-cigarette industry intro- 
duced flavors and youth use 
went through the roof.” — 

The Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration in 2018 found 
the number of high school 
students using e-cigarettes— 
— defined by use on at 
least one day in the past 30 
days — increased 78 percent, 
from 11.7 to-20.8 percent, 
between 2017 and 2018. The 
number of middle schoolers 
using e-cigarettes rose by 
48 percent over the same 
period to 4.9 percent of all 
middle school students. 

Keenan said children 
as young as 10 have been 
treated for nicotine addic- 
tion after vaping and newer 
reports put the number of 
high schoolers who vape at 
27 percent. He called the 
situation an epidemic. 

“When you have at least 
27 percent of your students 
in school vaping _ pretty 
regularly, I think it’s an epi-" 
demic. In a class of 100, 27 
of them are addicted to nico- 
tine and will be addicted to 
nicotine for the rest of their 
lives. The studies show 
they are at greater risk for 
switching back to combusti- 
ble cigarettes,” Keenan said. 

“That’s just not good. 
All the progress we made 
over the course of about 20 
years in combatting tobacco 
use and nicotine use has just 
been wiped out over the 
course of the past two years. 
If we don’t stop it now, it 
will just continue to spin out 
of control.” 

Keenan is optimistic his 
colleagues will support his 
legislation. 

“I have met with pretty 
much every member of the 
Senate one on one and have 


had rather in-depth, ex- 
tended conversations about 
what it is we’re doing, and 


‘the support has been over- 


whelmingly positive,” he 
said. “They are incredibly 
alarmed about what’s going 
on. They hear it from their 
school superintendents, 
from principals, from teach- 
ers, from parents and from 

“The American Heart 
Association, the American 
Cancer Society — they are 
all supportive of this...they 
all recognize the most effec- 
tive way to stop kids being 
targeted is to ban flavored 
tobacco products, so the 
support is very broad.” 

The senator believes 
Gov. Charlie Baker would 
sign the bill into law if ap- 
proved by the Legislature. 

“The governor has al- 
ways stood for kids and I 
think that he will stand for 
kids on this as well,” Keen- 
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| istic Tobacco Bill Will Pass Legislature 


an Said. . 
Baker in September an- 
nounced a four-month ban 
on the sale of all vaping 
products, including tobacco 
and marijuana, in person 
and online through Jan. 25, 
2020. The governor an- 
nounced the ban amid a 
growing number of vaping- 
related respiratory illnesses 
and deaths seen nationwide; 
at least 805 confirmed and 
probable cases of lung in- 
jury associated with e-ciga- 
rette product use or vaping 
has been reported to the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention by 46 states 
and the U.S. Virgin Island, 
including a dozen deaths. 

Keenan said he support- 
ed Baker’s decision to enact 
the four-month ban. 

“Given the number of 
cases in Massachusetts and 
what he was hearing nation- 
ally, I think it was some- 
thing that had to be done,” 


Keenan said. “We’ve been 
focusing on the bigger issue 
though, which is the target- 
ing of young people by the 
vaping and Big Tobacco 
industry and the number 
of young people that have 
become addicted to these 
products. 

“If you didn’t have that 
initially, then you wouldn’t 
have the situation now, I be- 
lieve, with some of the ill- 
nesses. We’re going to stay 
focused on young people 
and we'll see what the com- 
missioner of public health 
comes up with in terms of 
the causes. I spoke to her as 
recently as yesterday after- 
noon and they are still try- 
ing to figure out what’s go- 
ing on.” 

The governor, Keenan 
noted, also took steps to 
make smoking cessation 
products more readily avail- 
able for residents to looking 
to quit tobacco. 


“Part of the governor’s 
proposal that I really strong- 
ly ‘supported was his focus 
on cessation products,” 
Keenan said. “He’s made 
those products available to 
people who are addicted 
to nicotine basically with a 
standing order at pharma- 
cies. 
“I think that’s good 
and that’s. where the focus 
should be — getting people 
who have been targeted, 
particularly young people, 
by the industry to quit vap- 
ing rather than have them 
go out of state to get their 
products or switch over to 
cigarettes. This is a great 
chance to get them free from 
nicotine.” 

Keenan noted his leg- 
islation would only ban 
flavored vaping products, 
while the governor’s tempo- 
rary ban applies to all vap- 
ing products. 


“We’re focusing on the 


targeting of kids and fla- 
vored tobacco products,” he 
said. 

The senator said it would 
be difficult to predict the 
short-term fiscal impacts of 
banning flavored tobacco 
products but noted health 
care costs would decrease in 
the long run. 

“The long-term impacts 
of continuing to get people 
addicted to tobacco, particu- 
larly cigarette products, is 
just enormous and we know 
it,” Keenan said. “History 
shows it has cost us billions 
of dollars across the country 
and I would say from men- 
thol cigarettes alone here in 
Massachusetts, just tens of 
millions of dollars in long- 
term health problems we 
deal with — respiratory ill- 
nesses, diabetes, heart con- 
ditions. 

“Smoking is still, I be- 
lieve, the number one cause 
of non-accident. ..deaths.”

for them to get the help they 
need and get out of that situ- 
ation.” 

The sheriff said he would 
also like to work with advo- 
cacy groups such as DOVE 
to improve the curriculum 
for inmates charged with or 
convicted of domestic vio- 
lence. 

The Dedham jail, Mc- 
Dermott said, was built to 
house 302 inmates. It now 
holds close to 500 on a regu- 
lar basis. 

“The facility was con- 
structed with 302-in mind, 
but we’re double, triple 
bunking, depending how 
you put people in. I think the 
count today is 499,” McDer- 
mott said. 

“Two-thirds of the men 
that are up in Dedham... 
would be pre-trial and the 
other third are sentenced. 
We keep them separated. 
We also, of that 499, have 
about “ US. Marshals de- 
taineés.” 

McDermott said inmates 
from Bristol and Plymouth 
Counties could be moved to 
the Dedham jail to receive 
medication-assisted _treat- 
ment for substance-use dis- 
orders. 

“We just started the MAT 
program...and we may be 
taking inmates from Plym- 
outh and Bristol, because 
we are one of the seven 


counties that said we would 
be part of the pilot,” he said. 
“Tt’s not that the other seven 
don’t want to or don’t be- 
lieve in it, this is just what 
was set up.” 

The county, McDermott 
added, does not take detain- 
ees held by Immigrations 
and Customs Enforcement. 

“I remember there was a 
dust up about ICE — do you 
take ICE detainees? Some 
sheriffs do, some sheriffs 
don’t. The previous sheriff 
didn’t. When I was asked, 
I said we haven’t in some 
years and frankly don’t 
think we have the room,” 
McDermott said. 

“And, it comes with a 
massive political. upheaval. 
What I immediately thought 
of is there is only one way in 
and out of our correctional 
facility — that one driveway 
when you’re coming off of 
Exit 17 off the highway. We 
don’t need people forming 
a human shield, stopping 
our folks from coming into 
work because they’re pro- 
testing ICE.” 

The sheriff’s office em- 
ploys 331 workers, McDer- 
mott said, including correc- 
tions officers and various 
medical personnel. 

“Tt is a pretty broad orga- 
nization. From the outside 
looking in, you think bad

guys get locked up and put 
away and corrections offi- 
cers watch them, but it’s so 
much more than that,” he 
said. “We’re like the largest 
detox in the county, so the 
medical unit has got to be 


top notch — doctors, nurses; 


psychologists, dental. 

“A lot of the men who 
come into our care and cus- 
tody haven’t taken care of 
their bodies in ' forever... 
so, you have got to have a 
robust program, plus behav- 
ioral health.” : 

Though some inmates 
stay in the Dedham jailhouse 
for two-and-a-half years or 
longer, the average stay is 
just under four months. 

“The average stay now is 
about 114 days. If you think 
of it in terms of someone is 
coming into your care and 
custody, and they are a bro- 
ken person, the have a drug 
addiction, they've commit- 
ted some crimes...you only 
have that window of oppor- 
tunity to try and get them 
straight before they. return 
to the community that they 
came from,” McDermott 
said. 

“That’s a little bit of a 
problem, because in 114 


days, how much can you | 


get at their heart and their 
head and get them through 
the NA program, the AA 
program, anger manage- 
ment, work on family reuni- 
fication, get them skilled up 
for a job? It’s very tough to 
do that. Frankly, the longer 
someone is in our care and 
custody, the better shot they 
have at achieying sobriety.” 
With the rise in alterna- 
tive programs, including 
Drug Court, meant to divert 
people from jail, McDer- 
mott said the jail has seen 
more hardened criminals of 
late. | 
“All of us collectively 
as a society are trying to 
say let’s not put everybody 


in jail that doesn’t need to 
be there. Would a program 
work for this person? Could 
they be on an ankle bracelet 
and be in a sober home? Is 
there more counselling that 
they need?” McDermott 
said. 

“If we're getting them, 
then usually the prosecutors 


- and the judges have weeded 


all the different programs 
they could have qualified 
for, so we are getting a little 
bit of a tougher customer 
lately. 

“We’re getting MS-13. 
We’re getting some Latin 
Kings.” 

Because of that, Mc- 
Dermott said the sheriff’s 
response team — which he 
compared to a police depart- 
ment’s SWAT unit — peri- 
odically sweeps cells inside 
the jailhouse. Five shanks 
— makeshift knives — were 
found during the most re- 
cent sweep. 

McDermott, a Westwood 
Republican, said he will run 
in the November 2020 spe- 
cial election to fill the two 
years remaining on Bellot- 
ti’s term as sheriff. The seat 
will be up for grabs again 
in 2022; the winner of the 
2022 election would be eli- 
gible to serve a full six-year 
term. 

McDermott said he is 
up for the challenge of run- 
ning. as a Republican on 
next year’s ballot, which 
will include ‘a presidential 
race. Bay State voters, Mc- 
Dermott said, are willing to 
cross party lines. He noted 
Baker, a Republican, ‘fin- 
ished with more votes in last 
year’s gubernatorial elec- 
tion than Elizabeth Warren 
did in her U.S. Senate race. 

“I like when people say 
you can’t win as a Repub- 
lican. I look at the last gu- 
bernatorial election. Gov. 
Baker got 100,000 more 
votes than Elizabeth War- 
ren,’ McDermott said. 

“The voters of Massa- 
chusetts are pretty savvy. 
They can cross over. They 
know who they want for 
what office. If you look 
across Massachusetts, vot- 
ers do give Republicans a 
shot for DA and sheriff, so 
it’s not out of the question 
that they will do that.” 

Two Democratic chal- 
lengers have emerged in the 
2020 sheriff’s race. 

James Coughlin, a retired 
State Police detective from 
Dedham, announced his bid 
for sheriff earlier this year. 

Patrick McDermott, a 
Quincy Democrat and the 
county’s register of probate, 
told The Sun in Decem- 
ber he planned to run for 
the seat. A former Quincy 
City councillor, he was first 
elected register of probate 
in 2002 and would have to 
forgo re-election to that post 
to run for sheriff next year. 
Jerry and Patrick McDer- 


mott are not related.

She asked him if he did this and he denied tampering 
with the tires and then changed the subject to her seeing 
other men.

business someday and that’s 
probably true, but, besides 
rescuing animals, there are a 
lot of other things that shel- 
ters are doing now. Com- 
munity outreach. Helping 
people find ways to get their 
animals spayed or neutered 
at a low cost. Helping peo- 
ple keep their pets. Things 
like that. It’s not just about 
taking animals in and find- 
ing new homes for them, 
we actually have expanded 
a lot.” 

Tickets for the event are 
$75 each and can be pur- 
chased on the organization’s 
website, quincyanimalshel- 
ter.org. 

Mayor Thomas Koch in 
2017 sought $7.1 million 
to construct a new animal 
shelter building on Quarry 
Street adjacent to Avalon 
Quincy, where the city owns 
22 acres of open space. The 
facility would also house the 
Quincy Police Department’s 
K-9 unit and the city’s ani- 
mal control officer. The City 
Council approved half that 
amount, $3.55 million, after 
several councillors balked 
at funding the full amount 
before final designs were 
complete. 

The council in 2017 also 
set aside $500,000 for con- 
struction of a new dog park 


on the same site. 

Paul Hines, the city’s di- 
rector of public buildings, 
told the council in Septem- 
ber that the engineering 
survey of the future animal 
shelter site is still ongoing. 

“There is geo-tech going 
on on the proposed location 
for the structure to antici- 
pate what needs to be done 
to stabilize the dirt under the 
proposed building,” Hines 
said. “That will inform 
what the ultimate shape of 
the building is. We do have 
the conceptual designs... 
but it obviously needs to be 
designed around what soils 
can support.” 

Hines said the new road- 
way connecting Quarry 
Street to the animal shelter 
and dog park site would be 
built this year, with final 
paving taking place once 
construction is done. He 
told councillors there was 
no timeline for construction 
of the shelter itself. 

Sines said her organiza- 
tion hopes to raise funds to 
furnish the new shelter. 

“A couple hundred thou- 
sand dollars would be a 
good start,” she said. “We’re 
going to be responsible for 
the interior — the furnish- 
ings. Things that right now 
they are all part of the shel- 
ter we reside in. It’s going to 


ae 


be a big upgrade for us and 
we're going to. be respon- 
sible for more.” 

The new facility, Sines 
said, will likely 
much 


include 
twice as space in 
which the animal shelter can 
operate, in addition to space 
for the K-9 unit and animal 
control officer. 

“Right now, we have the 
capacity for 13 dogs and 25 
cats. Thirteen dogs is too 
much, so we try to keep it 
a little bit less than that for 
the stress levels. We have 
25 cats, but we also utilize a 
pretty iarge foster care net- 
work that allows us to res- 
cue more animals. For ex- 
ample, I think we had about 
75 kittens in foster care at 
some point this summer, and 
I think we still have another 
40, because we can’t house 
that many animals in the 
shelter,” Sines said. 

“As far as the new shelter 
is concerned, we’re prob- 
ably going to be able to dou- 
ble that in terms of space. 
But it’s not just the space 
for animals, it’s space for 
animal control, the Quincy 
Animal Shelter and the K-9 
unit are going to be in that 
building. 

“That will allow animal 
control to be separate from 
us, because right now we 
could get a handful of stray

The North Quincy High 
girls’ volleyball team start- 
ed off the second half of 
the regular season with a 
highly-competitive Patriot 
League matchup.

Presidents Edge Pembroke 
For First Football Win

Sometimes, football 
games aren’t decided by 
touchdowns, but rather by 
what comes afterwards. 

That was the case for the 
Quincy High football team 
in their road contest against 
the Pembroke Titans last 
Friday night. The Presidents 
offense moved the ball on 
the ground and their defense 
made three key stops after 
Pembroke touchdowns in 
what would be the team’s 
first win of the season. The 
Presidents won 28-26, im- 
proving to 1-3 on the year. 

“It’s the conversions 
there,” Presidents head 
coach Kevin Carey said. 
“Those are huge. We missed 
an extra point early and it 
forced us to go for two for 
the, rest of the game. When 
we blocked their extra point, 
it’s a completely different 
game because they have to 
go for two to try to win the 
ball game. I give their quar- 
terback a lot of credit, he 


played really hard--and so 


did our kids. It was a hard 
fought game for these kids.” 
With 37 seconds left in 
the game, Pembroke capped 
off a three minute, 73-yard 
scoring drive with a five- 
yard touchdown run from 
their quarterback, pulling 
within two points. The drive 
began due to a Quincy fum- 
ble. Pembroke went for the 
two-point conversion to try 
to tie the game, but senior 
captain linebacker Shane 
Murphy and senior defen- 
sive end Devante Williams 
hurried Pembroke’s quar- 
terback and Murphy got his 
hand on the QB’s leg. Under 
pressure, Pembroke threw 
an incomplete pass, protect- 
ing the Presidents’ lead. 
After that, Pembroke’s 
onside kick attempt failed 
and Quincy knelt down the 
ball to end the game. 
Pembroke had to go for 
two on their final touch- 
down of the game because 
on the one prior, Presidents 
senior captain and line- 


_ two-point 


backer Thomas Le blocked 
their extra point attempt. He 
found a seam up the middle 
and got his hand on the 
ball on the way up thanks 
to tough pressure from the 
Presidents defensive line. 

“He’s a really smart foot- 
ball player,” Carey said of 
Le. “He times it really well. 
He’s a heck of a kid and a 
leader.” 

This came following 
a 36-yard touehdown run 
from Pembroke’s quarter- 
back on a fourth down QB 
draw with 8:44 to go in the 
game. The touchdown tied 
the contest at 20 apiece. 

Quincy was effective on 
the ground all night, rush- 
ing for 229 yards on 39 car- 
ries (5.9 yards per carry) as 
they received strong play 
from their offensive line. 
However, their best run of 
the game came on their first 
play of the drive following 
Pembroke’s game-scoring 
touchdown. Junior running 
back Isaiah Steinberg (19 
carries, 164 yards) broke 
multiple tackles on a 58- 
yard touchdown run, putting 
the Presidents back ahead. 

Then, junior quarterback 
Amarion Robinson (7-for- 
8, 115 yards) connected on 
a three-yard corner route 
pass to Murphy for the two- 
point conversion, putting 
the Presidents up 28-20 with 
8:23 left in the game. 

The outcome also could 
have been different had 
Pembroke not received a 
pair of penalties on their 
conversion try 
with 10:01 left in the game. 
Steinberg punched in a 
three-yard touchdown run 
for the Presidents to put the 
team up 20-8 and on the 
ensuing kickoff, Pembroke 
returned a squibber to the 
end zone for a touchdown. 
Penalties on their first two 
conversion attempts moved 
Pembroke back 20 yards 
and on the third try, Pem- 
broke could not connect 
with one of their receivers 
from that distance, keeping 


the score at 20-14. 

“When opportunity 
struck, we had to take that 
next step,” Carey said. “We 
were competitive. I give a 
lot of credit to Pembroke. 
It’s a tough league. We’ve 
got our hands full, but I’m 
excited. We needed a win 
to get these kids going and 
they did a great job.” 

Early in the contest, it ap- 
peared as though the Presi- 
dents could win the game 
without much of a fight. 
They led 14-0 at halftime 
thanks to a five-yard touch- 
down run from Robinson 
with 8:36 remaining in the 
second quarter and a four- 
yard touchdown run from 
Steinberg with 1:22 left. 
Following Steinberg’s TD, 
Robinson connected with 
senior captain wide receiver 
Derek Little (3 catches, 77 
yards) on a fade for the two- 
point conversion. 

Pembroke finally got on 
the scoreboard with 2:23 
remaining in the third quar- 
ter on a five-yard quarter- 
back keeper. It capped off 
an 84-yard drive started by 
a fumble recovery. On the 
drive, Pembroke completed 
four of their five passing at- 
tempts and then converted 
on their two-point attempt 
with another throw. 

Carey said the win should 
help inspire confidence in 
his team as they continue 
competing in Patriot League 
play this month. 

“lt Shows their tough- 
ness,” he said. “That has 
grown over the past month. 
We really didn’t look like 
ourselves against Archbish- 
op Williams and then against 
Norwell, we played a half of 
a game. Against Durfee, we 
let it slip. But they’re show- 
ing their urgency and tough- 
ness and it’s coming along. 
We’ve got a lot of mistakes 
to fix, but we’ll work to fix 
them.” 

The Presidents host 
Plymouth South Friday 
night at 7 p.m. at Veterans’ 
Memorial Stadium.

MBTA ferry service back to 
Quincy. 

“We keep pushing it. 
There is the MBTA pilot 
program. There are grants 
that have been applied for. 
We’ve been in communi- 
cation with DOT, with the 
MBTA. Just two weeks 
ago, Representative [Bruce] 
Ayers and myself went out 
and toured the docks and 
the harbor around UMass 
Boston with the chancellor,” 
Keenan said. 

“There is a lot of inter- 
est in doing it. It’s just get- 
ting everybody on the same 
page moving forward, Lynn 
wants to do it. Salem does 
it. Winthrop wants to do 
it. Quincy wants to do it. 
Then, you’ve got Hingham,

“We have amazing vol- 
unteers,” Sines said. “That’s 
the one thing that has kept 
us going for the last 20 
years — really, really loyal, 
devoted volunteers.

school and their needs 
are supported by staff and 
adults); and physical safety 
(students feel physically 
safe in school). : 

Students answered ques- 
tions as “always true,”

levels of strengths were: 

A majority of students in 
grades 4 and 5 feel safe in 
school, teachers care about 
them, teachers help them 
with their work, school rules 
are fair, teachers accept 
them for who they are, and 
teachers don’t allow peer 
teasing. 

In grades 5 and 8, the 


animals a year. When we 
first started, we were doing 
500 or more, so it’s actually 
very good that our numbers 
are kind of heading down,” 
she said. 

People might think of 
an animal shelter as a sad 
place, but Sines said that is 
not the case. 

“People say, ‘I would 
never want to go to the shel- 
ter, it’s such a sad place.’ 
That couldn’t be further 
from the truth. We are, I 
think, a very happy shel- 
ter. We have a lot of hope,” 
Sines said. - 

“We see animals that 


come in very sick, they’ve 
been neglected, or maybe a 
person just has a situation 
where they just can’t keep 
their pet anymore. That 
happens to people for very 
good. reasons sometimes. 
We help the people to try 
to get through some of that, 
because it’s very difficult for 
most people to give up an 
animal, so we provide them 
with a lot of hope. 

“We have had stories 
where we look at animal 
and go, ‘oh my god, we're 
never going to find this ani- 
mal a home,’ and then all of 
a sudden someone walks in 


and they are attracted to that 
particular animal and it goes 
home, and it is fabulous. 
It’s not sad. I couldn’t have 
stayed their 20 years, lov- 
ing animals, if it was a sad 
place.” 

Another misconception, 
she added, is that the pets 
available for adoption have 
health or behavioral prob- 
lems. 

“The other misconcep- 
tion is that animals from 
shelters have problems —- 
they have behavior prob- 
lems or they are sick and 
unhealthy. At our shelter, 
we are very proud of the 
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level of veterinary care that 
we provide for all animals,” 
Sines said. . 

“If an animal comes in 
and it is sick, we nurse it 
back to health. If an animal 
comes in with a health prob- 
lem — like say they do have 
a chronic problem, which 
sometimes happens, they 
could have an allergy or 
heart murmur — we totally 
disclose all of that to po- 
tential adopters so they can 
make a decision. 

“Same thing with a be- 


‘havioral issue. Not all pets 


are perfect: some; of;them 
you need to work with. We 
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totally disclose that to peo- 
ple and we also give them 
the support that they need. If 
they bring an animal home 
and they are having trouble, 
a lot of us have a ton of ex- 
perience, we have resources 
and we do whatever we can 
to make sure it’s going to 
work out. If it’s not going 
to work out, if it’s a bad fit, 
we’ll take the animal back 
and we’ll work with people. 
“T think that’s a big mis- 
conception that some people 
have — that they are recycled 
or used pets. They’re really 
not. They are animals that 
deserve a second or even a 
third chance sometimes.” 


Students Engaged In School But Lack Voice 


majority of students felt 
teachers are proud of them 
when they work hard, and 
teachers provide support for 
students who are upset in 
class. 

The majority of students 
in grades 8 and 10 are open 
to having friends and show 
respect for those from dif- 
ferent cultures, races, re- 
ligions, and sexual orien- 
tations, teachers promote 
respect and support, those 
when their work is not at its 
best, and students help each 
other learn without being 
asked by their teacher. 

The survey found some 
areas of concer: 

The majority of students 
in grades 4 and 5 did not feel 


home about what they stud- 
ied in school. 

A large percentage of 
grade 5 and 8 students re- 
ported that classroom books 
do not include people who 
are similar. to them, such as 
living in similar neighbor- 
hoods or speak the same. 

Many grade 8 and 10 
students were found not to 
enjoy school because they 
worry about their grades 
and teachers don’t use their 
ideas to help classmates 
learn. 

Districtwide, the major- 
ity of students reported they 
do not have a voice in decid- 
ing school rules. 

Forrester said that Quin- 
cy falls into the “typical 
school climate range.” 


Committee member 
Douglas Gutro’s motion to 
refer the survey results to the 
Teaching and Learning Sub- 
committee “to take a deeper 
dive” was supported by his 
colleagues. He requested 
that the results be analyzed 
before school improvement 
plans were drafted. 

Colleague Kathryn Hub- 
ley noted the high percent- 
age of students who feel safe 
in their schools. Referring to 
some students who felt that 
they were not represented in 
the available schoolbooks, 
she requested that the li- 
brary media specialists be 
involved in reviewing read- 
ing materials. 

“We want to have books 
that the students want to 
read,” she said. 

Colleague Paul Bregoli’ 
expressed concern about 
students feeling anxiety.

HOLLYWOOD -- Holly- 
wood tried to compete for 
viewers in the 1950s with 
Cinerama, CinemaScope, 
Smell-O-Vision, — scratch-

Now IMAX and 3D rule 
the box office, and - films 
that don’t go big and three- 
dimensional may have ac- 
tion, but no WOW factor. In 
today’s marketplace, a film 
must make twice its cost to 
break even. “Dark Phoe- 
nix” had the benefit of the 
“X-Men” franchise, as well 
as James McAvoy, Michael 
Fassbender, Jennifer Law- 
rence and Nicholas Hoult, 
but is considered a flop be- 
cause it cost $200 million 
and earned only $252 mil- 
lion. . 
“Godzilla: King of the Mon- 
sters” would’ve benefited 
from IMAX and 3D, and a 
big name star (Kyle Chan- 
dler and Vera Farmiga didn’t 
draw big) because costing 
$200 million and earning 
$386 million didn’t impress. 
The reboot. of “Shaft,” de- 
spite starring Samuel L. 
Jackson and Regina Hall, 
fell short of its. $35 mil- 
lion cost, making just $21 
million. “Once Upon a 
Time in Hollywood,” with 
Brad Pitt and Leonardo Di- 
Caprio, should have killed, 
but grossed only $330 mil- 
lion, less than a blockbuster 
when you compare it to Di- 


Caprio’s Oscar-winning film 
“The Revenant” (cost $96 


‘million and amassed $533 


million). 


Director Quentin Tarantino’s - 


previous film, “The Hateful 
Eight,” cost only $50 mil- 
lion and earned $156 mil- 
lion. Judging from reviews, 
Brad Pitt’s current release, 
“Ad Astra,” will probably 
make more than “The Hate- 
ful Eight” and “Once Upon 
a Time in Hollywood” com- 
bined. The problem with 
making films by the num- 
bers is that most of the time, 
the numbers don’t add up.

Game Boards --- Antique 
handmade game boards 
are popular as decorations 
in homes filled with folk 
art. Most are for chess or 
checkers, and the square 
boards look important in 
a group on the wall. But 
there also are game boards 
that are other shapes. The 
game “Pope Joan” was 
popular in the 18th century 
and still is popular in some 
countries. The rules for 
the game first appeared in 
Hoyle’s rule book in 1826. 
Three to eight people may 
play on a circular board 
with eight round “wells” 
surrounding a center well 
that holds game pieces. 
Four picture cards, plus 
four others called Matri- 
mony, Pope, Intrigue and 
Game, were used. The 
winner was the player who 
ran out of cards first. An 
elaborate Pope Joan board 
was sold at a James D. Ju- 
lia auction a few years ago 
for $1,000. The board is 12 
1/2 inches-in diameter and 
was made from a cut-out 
wooden circle and painted 


“green and red. Playing 


cards were painted around 
the center well. 
Look for other game 
boards, even printed ones 
with interesting graphics, 
from the 1930s and after. 
Do not hang them in the 
sun because printing, espe- 
cially from the 1940s and 
‘50s, will fade to blue.

Q: My copper teakettle 
got overheated on the 
stove, the water boiled 
away, and the spout came 
off.

It can 
be difficult, since copper 
spreads the heat and the 
spout must be held firmly 
in place until the solder 
sets. Don’t use lead-based 
solder, since the lead will 
leach into the boiling water 
when you use the kettle.

Quincy project were also 
awarded the contract to 
build a mixed-used project 
at the Quincy Center T sta- 
tion. The firms’ proposal for 
Quincy Center submitted 
to the MBTA included 600 
apartments, 225,000 square 
feet of office space, and at 
least 600 parking spaces. 
The developers planned to 
construct the project in three 
phases, with the entire proj- 
ect completed in 2031. 

The Quincy Center proj- 
ect remains in the planning 
stages, Keenan said. 

“It’s the early planning 
stages. They’ve got the des- 
ignated developer...I think 
they are still in discussions 
with the city about what 
they are going to do, what 
the timing will be,” Keenan 
said. 

“We will continue to 
monitor that and then when 
they get closer, I am sure 
there will be some interac- 
tion between all of us as 
far as coordinating with the 
MBTA and DOT.” 

The MBTA is also work- 
ing to repair the garage at 
the Quincy Adams station. 
The goal of the project, 
which began last summer 
and should be complete by 
October 2021, is. to extend 
the lifespan of the 2,500- 
car garage by 40 years. A 
similar project is also un- 
derway at the Braintree sta- 
tion, which has a 1,300-car 
garage. 

Keenan said the work 
. at Quincy Adams has gone 
smoothly. 

“Last we heard was that 
things were progressing 
pretty well. We can kind of 


gauge that, not only from. 


what we hear from the 
MBTA, but also what we 
hear from people and we 
have not had any complaints 
from people,” he said. 

The reopening of the 
long-closed gate that pro- 
vides pedestrian access to 


the station from Indepen- 
dence Avenue late last year 
has helped take pressure off 
the parking garage, Keenan 
said. 

“Most of what I hear... 
is that people are pleased 
with the opening of the gate 
on Independence Ave and 
that has taken a little bit of 
the parking pressure off, be- 
cause people used to drive 
down, around and into the 
lot,” he said. “Now they can 
just walk from the neighbor- 
hood.” 

The T is also putting the 
finishing touches on Wollas- 
ton station, which reopened 
in August after it was shut 
down for 20 months while it 
was rebuilt to modern stan- 
dards. Keenan said the state 
is likely to pursue develop- 
ment opportunities at both 
Wollaston and Quincy Ad- 
ams stations in the future — 
the state had previously list- 
ed part of the Quincy Adams 
parking lot as available for 
disposition, though the area 
ended up being restriped in 
anticipation of the garage 
renovations. 

“T think you will see it 
long-term on both,” Keenan 
responded when asked if 
development was possible 
at Wollaston or Quincy Ad- 
ams. 

“The parcel at Quincy 
Adams a few years ago was 
declared available for dis- 
position,” he added. “I do 
not believe Wollaston was 
included at that time as be- 
ing available for disposition 
and I don’t think it has been 
declared available 
The focus was on getting 
the station rebuilt and the 


parking lot back in place. ~ 


But most everybody who 
looks at Wollaston station 
now thinks it would be an 
appropriate place for devel- 
opment, provided it is prop- 
erly scaled and it fits with 
the neighborhood.” 

The MBTA, Keenan not- 
ed, is required to seek new

“The MBTA is charged 
by legislation at develop- 
ing their own source of rev- 
enue outside of fares. So, 
for instance, they signed a 
99-year lease for the North 
Quincy parking lot,” Keen- 
an said. 

“I suspect as the pressure 
comes on the T to continue 
modernizing, they will need 
money, they will look at all 
their sites, as they should, 
see if they are appropriate 
for development, declare 
them available for disposi- 
tion and look’ to get a rev- 
enue stream from it, either a 
one-time hit with the sale or 
a long-term revenue stream 
with a lease.” 

Atlantic and Bozzuto will 
make $230 million in lease 
payments to the MBTA over 
the course of a 99-year lease 
agreement for the North 
Quincy station’s parking lot. 
They proposed paying an 
additional $168 million over 
99 years to lease the Quincy 
Center station. 

While development is 
possible at Wollaston sta- 
tion in the future, Keenan 
said there is nothing imme- 
diately planned for the site 
and he would not support 
starting a new project there 
until after the North Quincy 
construction is complete.

“Quincy Center is ahead 
of Wollaston at this stage 
and that’s not even at the 
point where they have con- 
crete plans,” Keenan added.
